The peaceable part of the nation are not 
in syptpathy.with these violent measures. 
■ They -believe that Ireland Jias wrongs; but 
should resort to constitutional means to 
have those wrongs redressed. Nearly all 
uf the respectable classes are loyal to tlie 
English gDvei-nnient as well as to Ireland. 

': This being tho case, tiie stand wliicii the 
government took in regard to the proposed 
amendment to the franchise bill, wiioroby 
. ' Ireland would have been e.'ccludod from 
the extension of the franchise, wna a just 
recognition of Ireland's rights. '1'.] debar 
tile Irish from a privilege granted to the 
English and St^otch would have been a 

' ■• gross injustice to a country which huld.-i 
thousands of hearts as lipytil to (^tiieen 
Victoria as any in the L'niled Kingdom. 
The question of Ireland'-s gnvernmont is 
going to bo a very dillieult one to solve ; 
but whatever line Kiigland desires to fol- 
low it ii to be liopcd, for the good of both 
countries^ that the loyal, intelligent Irish 
subjects will be granted all the rights uf 
British subjects elsewhere. By this moans 
tho country may bo brought out of its 
present chaotic stale into a condition nf 

,; peace and order where the w ild and law- 
less element can always be kept in check 
by wise and powerful laws. 

THE TRUSTRKa KLtCTION. 

The oliction of yt'stfrilny wan hotly cmi- 
tested; but the most perfect unlcr wu.s main- 
tained throughiiut, the presence "f wouu-n 
at tlie polls appearing t(j have a sodthing 
ell'ect on snch of the voterK as felt disjiosed 
to iudnlge in a little exhilaration incidental 
to such occasions.

rauce. A f(;w )iersons wimc successfully 
challenged and tunu'd Hwuy ; Imt in a ma- 
jority of cases then^ were no challenges. 
The .women turm..d out iu large force and 
gave the strongest possible refutation to the 
""■ ,5/(fi' repeated assertion that th(,' softer sex 
"would 'not use the franchise if it were ex- 
tended to them. ^Committ^es of ladit^swith 
tieketeon which were printed the names of 
their favorite candidates were stationed at 
each polling place and canvassed uueert.s- 
iugly. Their vote was largely neutralized 
by the illegal vote." refi ned to, at the same 
liiati the "straight wonii'u'j tirUel" was not 
lulherrd to. Tliere was a good deal (jI 
rtcratching and «onif plumping. Thiwesull. 
however, is not uuKiitisfactory. t>f ti.e 
ticket supjiorled by the Blue llibbon orgaii- 
izatiou two truKtces were eh^cted. Mr. 
Chamberu heads the poll by an euurmous 
majority. The throe old trustees — Messn;. 
Fell, Chambers and Itobertson, are re-eh-ct- 
ed — and Messrs. flarris, llaywanl and 
Braden, new men, went in with a rush. 
The onlargeiiient in the number of trustees 
will be found beneficial. 'J'liere will lie less 
ihiugor of favoritism, and six nieij \s\\\ not 
be as open to a <diarge of that kind as Ihri-e. 
The new hoard will meet iii a day or two 
and make arraugeuients for the goveruineiil 
' of the schools.

moment," proceeds to arraign the gov- 
ernment, and asks, "is it not a strange 
circumstance that a lirst-clas."! certificate 
of tho new order is limited to a year's 
_ .4l?^4jsnt,ag^_tlie^reaf ter renewable, not 
shall or shall not declare him to bo a sue- 
cesnful teacher /" "Citizen" deserves 
credit for the ingenuity he displays, and 
shows ho'^- easy it is with tho help (jf a 
little sophistry, to make the worse appear 
the better reason. Jhit ho artfully at- 
tempts to mislead and deceive, and the 
conclusion at which he would have us ar- 
rive is erroneous. A first-class certificate 
under the new order is intended to bo 
permanont, though subject to renewal 
from year to year upon tho a[iplic;ition of 
the holder; the only conditimi attached 
to the granting of it being that in the 
. event of the standard being raised- -twelve 
clear months' notice of which luust be 
given-— the applicant shall not fail in the 
additional reijuiremi.ntf. 

"Citizen" spciika, with righteous indig. 
nation, of tho "vindictivoness" of the 
provincial secretary in abolishing in cities 
the present boards of trustees, and sub- 
stituting for them six trustees to servo for 
one year only. We agree witli "Citizen," 
that an annual change of teachers, for 
any cause other than evident incompe- 
tency, is one of the u'orst evils that can 
befall a echool; but we are far from be- 
lieving that an annual change of trustees 
will cause a similar change of teacheraj 
on the contrary, such a change will se- 
cure and strengthen tlio truly edicient 
teacher's petition, will render him nune 
independent and rescue him from the 
petty tyranny under which ho now labors. 

When hia bosom friend, tlie late super- 
intendent of education, was in power and 
liBd « majority of trustees at his back, 



"Oitizeu," by sdrott flattaty and obse- 
quious servility, overruled all thtngsforhis 

own especial benefit. Hut, happily, tho 
time is now past when two trustees could 
form a conspiracy opposed to tlie interests 
of education and tho public good. '.'Hinc 
iliac lacrimie !" 

Whether or not his school act, as 
"Citizen" avers, is the provincial secre- 
tary's first attempt at legislation, wo think 
it redounds to his honor, and its bene- 
ficial influences will at once be felt, not 
only in awakening a healthful and lively 
interest in the causo of education, but in 
the breaking up of tho niiachievous school 
"rings" under which tho public have ao 
long groaned and suffered..

Tlic Kussiaiis in Ceuiral Asiii. 

Sr. PKTKU.siu-uii, May 15. 
The oflicial newspaper from Tillis, the 
KavkttB, which has so suddenly brought 
itself into notice, haa launched forth 
another article on the journey of Priiicu 
UondoukoffKorsakoflF, which has thrown 
tho Foroign ollico in St. Petersburg into 
quite a fever of alarm. The oflicial press 
hero, too, is altogether beside itself, and 
knows not how to contradict or oxiibiin 
away those indiscretions of Prince Don- 
doukoff Korsakofl"'8 organ.- This article 
is not more insolent and threatening to- 
wards England than indiscreet as regartla 
Russia, and however disposed the Kiissiaii 
Foreign oflioe may have been to le": the 
first imprudent and premature annouuco- 
ment pass of Russia's advance of hiir 
frontier line to Old Saraklis, it caniint 
well ignore this secutid oracular and sonio- 
what foolish announcement, and in sumo 
sort also challenge to the British Empire 
in India. 

Accoidingly, orders were at once issued 
to suppress all telegrams referring to the 
matter, while the Foreign otiice is arriving 
at a decision as to tho best nieaiia of 
liuiniliating and putting down this upstart 
of the Caucasus, which, under the legis of 
the comparatively independent rulo of 
Prince Doudoukoir Korsakoff, acts as if it 
were tho only organ of the Ministry for 
Foreign .Aflaira. 

Sir Edward Thornton was at the Minis- 
try again yesterday to see M. do Giers, 
and no doubt this matter was referred to. 
In the circumstances, an account of the 
article in question may possibly reach you 
before the arrival of this dispatch, as the 
vagaries of the Russian censorship on such 
occasions are curious and inexplicable. In 
any case, 1 subjoin a short summary of 
the article, which appeared in the Kaiikas 
of the ()th instant : 

" While England is absorbed in I'^gypt 
and the Suudan, our (ioveriior (ieueral- 
in Chief haa gone oi; the eminently peace- 
ful mission of oigaiii/;iiig tiio civil g;;vcrii 
nient of peoples who have hitherto lived 
only by attacks and depredations upon 
their neighbors. It is imjiossiblo not to 
approve this direction of our policy, but 
we have a more difficult task as regarJ.-i 
arranging with our neighbors for the 
tranqiiilty of other nomadic [looples in tho 
viciiiit}'. Over against Murv, on tlie up- 
per Murgliab, aad on .•\fghan territory, 
are tho Mongolian tribes of llasari and 
Djeuibhidi, and the .Afghans, as well as 
ourselves, must beconie responsible for 
the gu(jd behavior of thciie iKunads. 

" We do not require India for the 
economical development of our empire. 
Wo do not want her grain, or her toas, 
because wo have enough and to sparo of 
the first, and will soon begin to grow the 
latter. If wodesiriid, wo could undoubt- 
edly coiupier India, but it would half ruin 
us to keep it in subjection, especially w illi 
its extent of sea- board and our small dcct. 
Therefore, in our opinion, our near ap- 
pro.ach to India is important in this re- 
spect, tliat wo can always deal England a 
weighty bk'W whui; necessary, lii fact, 
rathur than think of aiibj iigatiiig India, 
our policy ia to liberate the Indians from 
the British yoke. Standing at IVJerv on 
the frontiers of Afghanistan, we »re quite 
close enough to India, and Afghanistan, 
in case of war, would serve our purpose, 
as Hou'mai)i:i did in our last w.-ir with 
Turkey. Conseiiuent ly_ we do not want 
to conquer Afgliaiiistun, fur U is iimre ex- 
posed oil our side than on that of Iiulia. 
In the extent i;f its population (about nine 
1. 1 illions) as 
lesei 

be easily tufiu.'d against India, liUt never 
against us. The payments now being 
made by England to Afghanistan is money 
thrown away. 

" Prince Dondoukofl-Korsakoff goes to 
Merv Dfincipally to sou what we want 
most, and what ia best for us in the tre- 
meiulous task we have tuidertakeu in the 
Traiiauaspian."

Lo.Noo.N', June C. -The English govern- 
ment is seriously agitated over the de- 
fiant attitude assumed by the Orangemen 
since the publication of Earl Spoiicur's 
letter forbidding «ouiiter-deinoii8trali )iin 
against Nationalist meetings in Ind.-iinl, 
.•\ cable news corre3[)oudent to-day had an 
interview oj) the subject with Mr. (Jeddes, 
the secretary of the London organization 
of Orangemen. He said tjiat his brethren 
were ,resolvod not to submit to Earl 
Spencer's one-sided decision without a 
prolonged struggle, in wdiich they were 
certain of tho syniijatliy and aupporl uf 
all loyalists throughout tho United King- 
dom, irrespective of their political hi liefs. 
Mr. GeddcB also said that liiero was iu 
London an organized body of volunteers, 
1,000 strong, who were prepared to start 
fur Ireland at a moment's notice to as.'iist 
their brethren in Ulster.

A MONTANA FEURYBOAT 
DISASTER. 

The Accident at Thouipsoit'»» 
Falls. 

Tho Helono Herald gives the following 

account of flic disaster at Thoinpaon's 
Fal's on the 3d inatant: Thoinas Donan 
says ho was preaeiit watch iug the ferryboat 
cross Clarku's Fork of the Culiimbia at 
I'liumpsun's Falls, which was loaded with 
eleven men, who were going into the 
mines, and thirteen pack animals, each 
packed with sumc 300 pounds of supplioa 
for Eagle City mid iNlurruy. When iu 
about the middle of the powerful current 
the wire rope gave way, and the boat with 
its living freight rushed down to the mad 
rapids and over-thtt falls, suine three hun- 
dreds yards bulu w. When the passengers 
found them&eli^os at the ineroy of the bil- 
lows, thuy cast themselves from the boat 
into tho waves and irred to aave their 
lives in that way. Only t wo of tho whole 
number are known to have been saved, 
and these stayed with tlie boat, climbing 
up on the outriggers, when it swamped 
and wont over tlio falls all right, and were 
reacnod when the bout struck the Belknap 
bridge. Mr. Doiiiin sa^'s that tho rapidity 
of tho current in Choke's Fork is simply 
iistunishiiig, and im living thing can bo 
saved from it.s billows when ciiico into 
them. The puck aiiinials with tho au])- 
pliua wero all^^lusL ojiccpt two, which got 
ashore from the sunken boat. A iiuinbor 
of persons were standing on tho bank 
horrified and stupefied --vilh fear, but 
helpless to aavo, 'I'wo brave, during boys 
rualied for a skill' and started out into the 
mud waves tu help, but were swamped 
and drowned. These are in addition to 
tlioao lost from tho boat. 

The disaster seems not to have been so 
serious us tlio Herald suppuaud, as will be 
seen by tho following from the Belknap 
Sun of llu) lOlh iiislaiit:

London, June G.-Tbeuews of Blaine's 
nqmat^ion^ . altBBttgii, not -^unex- 
ppCed, has been receiveil with profound 

regret by nearly all English politicians. 
Blaine is looked upon as an anglopho- 
bist, and his success at Cliiougo is at- 
tributed larcf'ly to Jiisli influences. 
Special despatches from Ciiica]t;o to the 
Standard and I'det/rap/t contain the 
following statements:— Among the 
principal causes which broutjht about 
Mr. Blaine's success were, (irst, his po- 
pularity among American aiiglo])ho- 
bists, and secoiully, liis ^renter |io|)U- 
larity among the Irish-Auii'ricans. ilia 
great strength among the Irish voters 
is due mainly to his activity while Re- 
publican leaders in Coiijjross during the 
years 1867. 18(18, and 1869 in forcing 
England to recede from her claims of 
allogience up in British liorn sulijccts 
■who had become naturalized as Ameri- 
can citizens. ' This- activity was de- 
veloped in tho case of Augustus Cos- 
tello, who with a largo number of Irish 
Americans, including Gen. Denis 
Burke, was arrested while in Irehmd 
and tried for utterunces luade in ilie 
United States Costelio was arrested 
,7j,'^jj['|iilg.ijV Ireland in 1867 and placed on 
trial for a speech which he made in 
flO Jilttw York, while an American citiz(Mi, 
■r3jin'18G5. The speech was construed as 
-*• bensoiialile, uiul under the Act of 181^^, 
which especially declared Kiigland's 
right to punish upon British soil Brit- 
ish-born subjects for treasonable utter- 
ances or performances made upon tore- 
eign territory, Oo.siello was sentenced 
tolC years penal servitude.
